Iran Now 
Enriching 
Uranium 

Achievement marks critical 
advance in nuelear program 

TEHRAN, IRAN I Iran’s hard-line president 
said Tuesday that the country “has joined 
the club of nuclear countries” by success- 
fully enriching uranium for the first time 
— a key process in what Iran maintains is 
a peaceful energy program. 

The announcement from President 
Mahmoud Ahmadinejad was certain to 
heighten international tensions surrounding 
Iran’s nuclear program. The 
U.N. Security Council has 
demanded that Iran stop 
all enrichment by April 
28 because of suspicions 
the program is designed to 
make nuclear weapons. 

During a nationally 
televised ceremony clearly 
aimed at drumming up popular support for 
the nuclear program, Ahmadinejad warned 
the West that trying to force it to abandon 
uranium enrichment would “cause an ever- 
lasting hatred in the hearts of Iranians.” 

The head of the U.N. nuclear watchdog 
agency, Mohamed ElBaradei, was heading 
to Iran on Wednesday for talks aimed at 
resolving the standoff. The timing of the 
announcement suggested Iran wanted to 
present him with a fait accompli and argue 
that it cannot be expected to entirely give up 
a program that is showing progress. 

The White House, which is pressing for 
U.N. sanctions against Iran, said the enrich- 
ment claims “show that Iran is moving in the

Abramoff E-Mails 
Show Leverage 

WASHINGTON | A Republican Party 
official and Jack Abramoff s lobbying 
team bluntly discussed using large 
political donations as a way to pres- 
sure lawmakers into securing federal 
money for a tribal client, according to 
e-mails gathered by prosecutors. 

The e-mails detail how 
Abramoff ’s team worked to lever-

Gas Prices Poised to Rise 


Motorists should 
expect to shell out $3 
a gallon this summer 

WASHINGTON I Gasoline prices are 
surging again with summer on the 
horizon, pushing or even passing 
$3 a gallon in some places. 

Drivers aren’t expected to 
ease off on their mileage, sending 
demand higher than last year. But 
they are grumbling. 

The Energy Department says it 
expects the price of regular to aver- 
age $2.62 a gallon, 25 cents more 
than last summer, over the April- 
September driving period. But pric- 
es around the country already are 
above that. 

Guy Caruso, head of the Energy 
Department’s statistical agency, said 
prices at the pump, which averaged 
$2.68 a gallon last week nationwide, 
are likely to increase 10 to 15 cents 
a gallon in the coming weeks, peak 
in May and drop off in late summer. 
He said the national average can 
mask local price spikes.

JEFFERSON CITY, MO. I President 
Bush, trying to rouse public inter- 
est in the new Medicare prescrip- 
tion drug benefit, urged seniors in 
the Midwest on Tuesday to sign up 
for the program before the May 15 
deadline. 

“I’m just telling you it’s a good 
deal,” he said. 

Bush’s visits with seniors in 
Missouri and Iowa are part of the 
administration’s grass-roots effort 
to ramp up enrollment in the pro- 
gram, which suffered startup prob- 
lems and continues to be criticized 
as too confusing. 

Mark McClellan, Bush’s chief 
Medicare official who traveled with 
him on the trip, said more than 29 
million seniors have enrolled so far. 
That number, however, includes at 
least 20 million people who were 
automatically enrolled because of 
their participation in other govern- 
ment programs, such as Medicaid, 
or are getting drug coverage through 
their former employer. McClellan 
said seniors are signing up at a rate 
of about 400,000 each week. 

Democrats opposed to the pro- 
gram claim the plan was written by 
lobbyists and will cost nearly dou- 
ble what the president first claimed 
— $700 billion during the next 
decade compared with early esti- 
mates of $400 billion over 10 years.

Political stalemate 
persists on al-Jaafari; 

5 more U.S. troops die 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Bitter rivalry 
between two powerful clans for 
leadership of Iraq’s Shiite Muslims 
snarled efforts Tuesday to agree on 
the next prime minister, the key 
issue that is blocking a national 
unity government. 

The U.S. military reported the 
deaths of five more soldiers, includ- 
ing three killed Tuesday in a road- 
side bombing north of the capital. 

Sunni Arabs and Kurds blame 
Prime Minister Ibrahim al-Jaafari, 
a Shiite, for the rise in sectarian 
violence bloodying Iraq. They are 
demanding that he be replaced 
before they agree to join a new 
government. 

But al-Jaafari’s Dawa party 
and his key backer, radical cleric 
Muqtada al-Sadr, remained firm 
in their support for him during a 
meeting of the seven factions in the 
Shiite alliance Tuesday. 

Behind the scenes, al-Jaafari’s 
bid to remain in his post is opposed 
by the biggest Shiite party, which 
is led by a member of a family that 
has competed for decades with al- 
Sadr’s clan to lead Shiites, (ap)

Powerful Blast Kills 41 in Pakistan 


Suicide attacker 
triggers explosive at 
Sunni Muslim service 

KARACHI, PAKISTAN I A Suicide 
attacker detonated a bomb dur- 
ing an outdoor Sunni Muslim 
prayer service Tuesday, killing at 
least 41 people and wounding doz- 
ens. In the mayhem that followed, 
angry mobs torched cars and hurled 
rocks at police, who fired warning 
shots in the air. 

The attacker blew himself up 
near leaders of the Sunni Tehrik 
religious group, which helped 
organize the prayer service at a 
downtown Karachi park, police 
chief Niaz Siddiqui said. 

The religious leaders were sit- 
ting near a stage erected in front 
of the thousands of Sunni Muslims 
marking the birth of Islam’s Prophet 
Muhammad. Two prominent cler- 
ics were among the dead. 

Interior Minister Aftab Khan 
Sherpao told the Associated Press

that at least 40 people were killed. 
Officials at three Karachi hospitals 
later said they received 41 bodies. 

President Gen. Pervez Musharraf 
condemned the attack and ordered 
increased security at religious sites, 
adding that the culprits “will not go 
unpunished,” according to a state- 
ment issued on Pakistan’s state-run 
news agency. 

It was not immediately clear who 
was responsible for the bombing, 
one of the deadliest ever in Pakistan, 
a key U.S. ally in the war on terror- 
ism. Attacks in the past have been 
linked to simmering Shiite -Sunni 
Muslim tensions, and most have 
been blamed on outlawed extrem- 
ist groups. 

Mayhem erupted after the explo- 
sion. Scores of men wearing white, 
blood- splattered robes clambered 
onto the stage to assist victims. 

Violence erupted in nearby areas 
as groups of youths burned a gas 
station, buses and several cars. 
Another mob pelted security forc- 
es with stones, zarar khan (ap) 


29 Indicted 
In Madrid 
Bombings 

MADRID, SPAIN I A Spanish judge 
issued the first indictments in the 
2004 Madrid train bombings, 
charging 29 people Tuesday with 
murder, terrorism or other crimes 
after a probe that uncovered a hor- 
net’s nest of Islamic militancy but 
no apparent link to al Qaeda. 

In a minutely detailed indict- 
ment spanning 1,471 pages, Juan del 
Olmo, the investigative magistrate 
spearheading the probe, described 
the birth and workings of a cell of 
longtime residents, most of them 
from Morocco and Syria. 

Inspired by extremist Islamic 
doctrine, they are said to have risen 
up against their adopted homeland 
to kill 191 people in the coordinat- 
ed attacks. 

Three of the 29 people indict- 
ed were charged with 191 counts of 
murder and 1,755 counts of attempt- 
ed murder, (ap)

Metro Marks Big Crowds 


Rally pushes ridership 
to second-highest level 
in the system s history 

WASHINGTON I Police wouldn’t give 
an official estimate on the size of 
the crowd at the immigration rally 
Monday, but the event pushed tran- 
sit ridership in the nation’s capital to 
its second-highest level in Metro’s 
30 -year history, officials said. 

Regular riders and protesters 


took a combined 821,283 passen- 
ger trips. After looking at the num- 
bers, the transit agency estimated 
that about 131,000 of those rid- 
ers were heading to the National 
Mall for the immigration protest, 
said Metro spokeswoman Candace 
Smith. 

Several smaller events also 
drew people to the Washington 
Convention Center, and “the weath- 
er was nice too,” Smith said.

Sniper Witness Subpoenas Halted 


Prosecutors say many 
that Muhammad calls 
are irrelevant to case 

ROCKVILLEIA Montgomery County 
judge has delayed issuing subpoe- 
nas for witnesses requested by snip- 
er John Allen Muhammad in his 
upcoming murder trial after pros- 
ecutors objected that many on his 


list are not relevant to the case. 

In afiling last week, Muhammad, 
who is defending himself against six 
murder charges for the 2002 shoot- 
ings, asked for 178 witnesses. He also 
wanted to subpoena the 354 poten- 
tial prosecution witnesses. 

Muhammad’s list includes his 
accomplice, Lee Boyd Malvo, and 
some that appear on the prosecu- 
tion list. But he is vague on other 


names — some include no identify- 
ing or contact information. 

Prosecutors objected, saying his 
lengthy list included many people 
who did not appear to have a strong 
connection to the case. They plan to 
only call about 100 witnesses. 

“Many of the defendant’s poten- 
tial witnesses cannot provide com- 
petent material or relevant testi- 
mony,” prosecutors said, (ap)

$9M Awarded 
In Key Vioxx Case 


Jury concludes Merck 
knowingly withheld 
data on drugs risks 

ATLANTIC CITY, N. J. | A jury award- 
ed $9 million in punitive damages 
Tuesday to a man who blamed his 
heart attack on Vioxx, finding that 
manufacturer Merck & Co. know- 
ingly withheld information about 
the risks of its arthritis drug from 
federal regulators. 

Saying Merck’s conduct showed 
a “wanton and willful disregard of 
another’s rights,” the state court 
jury added to the $4.5 million it 
had awarded last week to John 
McDarby, 77? and his wife, Irma. 

Last Wednesday, the same panel 
found that Merck failed to warn 
of the drug’s risks and committed 
consumer fraud in misrepresenting 
them to prescribing physicians. 

Merck, which pulled the block- 
buster drug off the market in 2004 
after a study linked it to increased 
risk of heart attack and stroke, said

it would appeal Tuesday’s verdict. 

Tuesday’s decision capped a five- 
week trial that combined two cases: 
that of McDarby, a retired insurance 
agent who took the drug for four 
years, and Thomas Cona, 60. 

Jurors rejected Cona’s heart 
attack claim but found in both cases 
that Merck misrepresented the risks 
of Vioxx and concealed them from 
prescribing physicians, (ap)

Skilling Defends 
Record as CEO 

HOUSTON I Former Enron Corp. 
Chief Executive Jeffrey Skilling 
on Tuesday addressed prosecu- 
tion testimony that painted him 
as an earnings -obsessed leader so 
bent on meeting or beating Wall 
Street expectations that his min- 
ions resorted to fraud with his 
knowledge. 

The ex-CEO denied that he 
spearheaded a conspiracy that 
in part included fudging Enron’s 
books before the company sought 
bankruptcy protection. 

Skilling sought to erase his image 
as an overly demanding CEO who 
expected top performance at all 
costs. He acknowledged he had 
high expectations, but described 
himself as a negotiator when set- 
ting earnings targets.

Buzz Missing From Opener 


Nationals fail to sell 
out first game at RFK 
Stadium this season 

NATIONALS I The Strong chorus of 
boos and cheers that greeted Vice 
President Dick Cheney for the cer- 
emonial pitch came from a stadi- 
um that was nowhere near full. At 
least 10 sections in the upper deck 
had no more than a dozen or so 


isolated fans when Ramon Ortiz 
threw the real first pitch a few 
minutes later. 

No one expected the Washington 
Nationals’ second home opener to 
match the atmosphere that sur- 
rounded the first, but few thought 
the excitement would wane so pre- 
cipitously in a city that waited more 
than three decades for baseball to 
return. 

“I guess I’m a little surprised,” 


manager Frank Robinson said. 
“I’m not disappointed. People 
have reasons, whatever reason it 
is, for not coming out on opening 
day. Every ballclub doesn’t sell out 
opening day.” 

The announced attendance for 
Tuesday’s 7-1 loss to the New York 
Mets was 40,530 at the 46,382- 
seat RFK Stadium and included 
thousands of late arrivals, even 
though there was no repeat of the 


long security lines at the turnstiles 
that marred last year’s opener. 

This year, Andrew Lang of 
Potomac, Md., arrived with his 
son almost five hours before the 1 
p.m. start time so that he could have 
the “first ticket punched” of the new 
season. He didn’t have much com- 
pany. “We want to make sure that 
this franchise does well,” Lang said, 
“so we don’t lose it again.” 

The Nationals had plenty work- 
ing in their favor. The weather was 
sunny and gorgeous. The game fell 
during school holidays for some area 
kids, so only the working dads and 
moms had to play hooky. The season 
began more than a week ago — the 
Nationals opened with a seven-game 
road trip — so there was pent-up 
excitement at the chance to finally 
see the home team.

One-Eyed Pitcher Returns to Mound 


College player battles 
baek from frightening 
injury two years ago 

COLLEGE BASEBALL I John 
Fortenberry was shaking hands 
after a game when an opponent 
noticed something strange about 
his right eye. It wasn’t there. 

“I couldn’t find my patch that 
morning, and they were all star- 
ing at me pretty hard,” Fortenberry 
said. 

At least Fortenberry can laugh 
about his frightening injury. 

Two years after a batted ball 
struck him in the face and cost him 
his eye, the sophomore pitcher at 
East Central Community College in 
Decatur, Miss., has returned to the 
mound and is determined not to let 
the injury keep him from playing at 
a major college. 

“He has a disability as far as only 
having one eye, but as a player he’s 
just like the rest of the guys,” said 
coach Jake Yarborough.

Pitching in an intrasquad scrim- 
mage Jan. 23, 2004, he threw a 
fastball outside. The hitter turned 
on the pitch and drove it into 
Fortenberry’s right cheek. 


Fortenberry said the impact 
crushed his eyeball and shattered 
several facial bones. He crumpled to 
the ground in what the coach called a 
bloody mess, but remained conscious 
as he was taken to a hospital. 

“I remember all of it,” he said. 
“I just fell down, grabbed my face. 
That was all I could think of.” 

Doctors rebuilt Fortenberry’s 
face with three plates and 29 
screws now hold it together, but 
they couldn’t save the eye. A ball 
made of coral was placed in the 
socket, wrapped in the network of 
remaining blood vessels and mus- 
cles and tucked behind ablack patch 
— which he’ll wear until he receives 
his prosthetic eye. 

“The first couple of days, I woke 
up and thought, T’m probably 
done. I’m not going to play again,”’ 
Fortenberry said. “And then some- 
body came in and told me I couldn’t 
ever play again, and I don’t really 
like when people say that. So I had 
to get back out here and show that

Prosecutor promises 
to investigate Duke 
lacrosse teams party 

DURHAM, N.C. I Standing before 
a mostly black audience, the dis- 
trict attorney in charge of the Duke 
University rape investigation said 
Tuesday he does not need DNA to 
bring charges and vowed, “This case 
is not going away.” 

District Attorney Mike Nifong 
spoke one day after defense attor- 
neys said DNA testing failed to con- 
nect any of Duke’s lacrosse players to 
the alleged attack on ablack stripper 
who said she was raped at a March 
13 party by members of the nearly 
all-white 47-man team. 

The allegations have led to days 
of protests on and off the Duke cam- 
pus and heightened racial tensions 
around Durham. 

The team’s season has been can- 
celled and the coach, Mike Pressler, 
resigned. 

Nifong stopped short of con- 
firming the defense assessment of 


the DNA results, but said the case 
would not be hampered by a lack 
of DNA evidence. 

“It doesn’t mean nothing hap- 
pened,” Nifong said at a public 
forum at North Carolina Central 


University, where the 27-year- old 
alleged victim is a student. “It just 
means nothing was left behind.” 

No charges have been filed. 

Nifong said prosecutors were 
awaiting a second set of DNA 


results, but did not say how those 
differed from the tests reported 
Monday. Nifong added that in 75 
percent to 80 percent of sexual 
assaults, there is no DNA evidence 
to analyze, tim whitmire (ap)

Defend Your Fender 


That bump might not 
seem like a big deal, 
but treat it like one 

In the universe of auto accidents, 
there are high-speed crashes and 
rollovers at one end of the scale. And 
at the other end, you have the slow- 
motion bump. 

Bumps from 0.5 to 3 mph happen 
with remarkable frequency. Often, 
there is no visible damage to either 
car, and then the question becomes: 
Was it even an accident? Is it worth 
checking for hidden damage? Should 
you demand repairs for paint smudg- 
es? And how much slack should you 
cut a total stranger? 

A lot of trends have made bumps 
more of a problem in recent years 
and are making it more difficult to 


simply excuse them as part of the 
normal urban driving experience. 

Lease companies often demand 
cars be returned in perfect condition, 
a ridiculous but widespread practice. 
More and more people are opting 
for expensive vehicles they cannot 
really afford and believe they must 
aggressively protect their investment. 
And, finally, many auto manufac- 
turers have developed designs that 
offer zero protection against major 
damage to bumpers from very-low- 
speed accidents. 

Many drivers mistakenly assume 
that when they are driving slowly, 
they can divert their eyes from 
the road ahead. Some bumps, for 
example, occur when a car in front is 
making a turn and then stops, while 
the next driver assumes the way has 
cleared and is looking to the side to 


make the same turn and then bumps 
the stopped car in front. 

So, bumps result from bum- 
bling human mistakes rather 
than aggressive speeding or high- 
risk lane changes or drunk driving. 
It’s the sort of mistake that compels 
even complete strangers to say, let’s 
just forget it. 

The theory is that nobody is per- 
fect and even though you may be 
the bumpee today, you may be the 
bumper tomorrow. 

But auto insurers say driv- 
ers involved in any bump should 
exchange insurance information 
and file claims, even if there is no 
damage. They advise against offers 
by the bumper to pay for damage 
to the bumpee without filing an 
insurance claim, ralph vartabedian

More Lift-Off Than Looks 



It’s hard to tell how unattractive the 2006 Mitsubishi Lancer Evolution MR is when it 
goes so gosh-darn fastthat all you can see is the blur as it blows right by you. 


The 2006 Mitsubishi 
Lancer Evolution MR 
is speedy, not pretty 

ROAD TEST | The 2006 Mitsubishi 
Lancer Evolution MR is the fastest 
ugly car in the world. That’s meant 
in the nicest possible way. 

After all, making ugly fast is no 
small feat. Fast cars are typically 
low-slung, wide and rakish, aero- 
dynamically optimized in the wind 
tunnel for high speeds and stabil- 
ity. Our innate sense of aesthetics 
responds to this kind of sleek-ify- 
ing in the same way we recognize a 
cheetah, a porpoise or a peregrine 
falcon as beautiful. 

The stubby, thick Evo MR, on the 
other hand, is more like a rocket- 
powered groundhog, or a baby hippo 
frred out of a cannon. Fast. Ugly. 

The template is well established: 
Take one scandalously average-look- 
ing compact sedan; turbocharge the 
bejeezus out of it; rig the undercar- 
riage with an advanced all-wheel 
drivetrain; string it in a cat’s cradle 
of Bilstein shocks, stiff springs and 
stabilizer bars; hang some pizza- 
size Brembo brakes, alloy rims and 
gummy tires at the corners; stick a 
Momo wheel and some Recaro seats 
in the cabin; dress it in the most out- 
rageous aero cladding, spoilers and 
splitters the mind of an 11 -year- old 
can conceive . . . and voila, it still looks 
like repurposed dog food. 

But fast. Unnaturally, unhealth- 
ily, hail-Mary-full-of-torque fast. 


With their wormhole acceleration, 
telepathic steering, fantastic grip 
and rib -bruising brakes, Evos are 
the cars to drive if, say, it absolutely, 
positively has to get to the airport 
in 15 minutes. 

These cars get the huevos gigan- 
te: the company’s famously durable 
4G63 iron -block inline four with a 
newly enlarged twin- scroll turbo- 
charger and intercooler, new vari- 
able valve timing, as well as other 
plumbing, breathing and oil- seal- 
ing measures that bump output 10 
hp from last year, to a monstrous 
286 hp. That’s 143 hp per liter, 
which Mitsubishi says is the high- 
est specific output of any produc- 
tion engine. 

Evos partake of Mitsubishi’s 
advanced Active Center Differential, 
a multi-plate unit that, at the behest

of a variety of sensors, electroni- 
cally balances torque split between 
the front and rear axles. Reflecting 


the car’s rally-racing heritage, the 
center diff also has a three-way 
switch to adjust the computer’s 
logic to account for tarmac, gravel 
and snow. The Evo employs a front 
helical and rear clutch-type limit- 
ed-slip differential. 

What difference do all these diffs 
make? On dry pavement, they allow 
drivers to put more power down 
while maneuvering — say, accel- 
erating harder at the apex of a 
corner (or if an apex is not avail- 
able, a mailbox). The car is nearly 
always completely, utterly hooked 
up and locked down, its high-grip 
Yokohamas clawing at the pavement 
at cornering forces that would leave 
other cars sliding for the weeds. 

The best way to get around a 
corner in the Evo is as follows: lay 
off the throttle and turn the wheel 
at the same time, forcing the car to 
over-rotate slightly, which, being an 
inherently front- drive car, it doesn’t 
like much. Then lay on the gas. The 
car will assume a neutral four-wheel 
drift, tighten its line and go wher- 
ever you point it. My, that’s fun. 

The MR is at the top of the 
Evolution-ary food chain and 
comes with all the best perfor- 
mance parts standard: a close- 
ratio six- speed manual transmis- 
sion; light weight, one-piece BBS 
wheels; Bilstein shocks; a front strut 
tower brace; suede Recaro racing 
seats; and lots of chrome and car- 
bon-fiber frippery on the pedals, 
dash, shifter and e -brake handle.

I’ve noticed the transfer case lever 
migrates a few inches from the 
high-range gears in the direction of 
the low-range gears.No noticeable 
change or feel, but it does make 
an odd, very low, almost-vibrating 
sound. Is this just the linkage that 
needs to be tightened or adjusted, 
or could it be more serious? 

Check linkage and linkage 
bushings. 

The “service ride control” light 
comes on and it was traced to a 
sensor not being able to read the 
right front strut. Because ride qual- 
ity has not deteriorated, should 
I continue to ignore the warning 
light? If so, when should I consider 
replacing the shocks and struts? 

Unless this is a Concours, the 
light should only apply to the rear 
shocks. It’s usually caused by an air 
leak in one of the rear shock lines. 

My harmonic balancer is bad, 
and when trying to remove it, the 
retaining bolt would not come 
loose. I thought about applying heat 
but am afraid of damaging the front 
seal. Any suggestions? 

Do not apply heat. We often use a 
large impact wrench to remove stuck 
crankshaft bolts. Second choice is 
a large breaker bar and a flywheel 
lock to get it loose.

Comics icon Stan Lee 
is still telling his 
grown-up fairy tales 

L E G E N D S I Working with a team of 
artists at Marvel Comics, Stan Lee 
has envisioned some of the most 
memorable superheroes and vil- 
lains of the past 45 years. 

Now those characters have 
leaped off the pages of their 


comic books and are on display 
at the California Science Center, 
a gleaming, futuristic glass-and- 
steel edifice just south of downtown 
Los Angeles. 

Lee visited the museum days 
before the Marvel Super Heroes 
Science Exhibition opened late 
last month and spoke with the 
Associated Press. 

What was the first of the charac- 


ters you came up with? 

Oh, I wrote so many. I started in 
about 1939 or 1940, but it wasn’t 
until 1961 or ’62 that I did the 
Fantastic Four, and that was the 
first of the Marvel characters. And 
after that I did X-Men, I think. No, 
I did the Hulk and then Spider-Man 
and then the X-Men and Daredevil 
and Iron Man and the rest of them. 
... It was like there was something 
in the air. 


Do you have a favorite? 

I love ’em all. It used to be that 
whichever one I was writing was 
my favorite at that moment. And 
I’d really get into it. My wife would 
come in and say, “Who are you talk- 
ing to?” And I’d realize that while I 
was writing the dialogue I was say- 
ing it out loud. “Take that, you! You 
won’t get away with it ! ” 

A lot of your characters seem to 
have gotten their powers through 
radioactive mishaps of one type or 
another. Is there a reason for that? 

Well, if you’re going to write about 
somebody who has a super-power, 
how do you justify him having the 
super-power? ... With Spider-Man, 
I had run out of rays. I couldn’t think 
of any other ray. So I figured I’ll get 
him bitten by a radioactive spider. 
And that seemed to work. 

Did you study science in school? 

Not at all. I wish I had. I mean, I 
find it fascinating. 

What do you think is the attraction 
of superheroes? 

I think everybody loves things that 
are bigger than life. ... I think of 
them as fairy tales for grown-ups. 
You know, I don’t think there’s any- 
one when he — or she — was young 
didn’t love fairy tales. We all grew up 
with giants and ogres and witches. 
Well, you get a little bit older and 
you’re too old to read fairy tales. 
But I don’t think you ever outgrow 
your love for those kind of things, 
things that are bigger than life and 
magical and very imaginative.

er. Some will find in these songs 
clear evidence of Morrissey’s alleged 
homosexuality — something he has 
always been clever enough to avoid 
discussing.

One hopes some newfound 
honesty is driving this record. 
Otherwise, Morrissey has cashed 
in his brashness and wit for no

TWISTS I Heath Ledger, Jake Gyll- 
enhall ... Joseph R. Gannascoli? 

In what Gannascoli cheerfully 
calls “the year of the queer,” when 
“Brokeback Mountain” became a 
phenomenon and Philip Seymour 
Hoffman won an Oscar playing 
Truman Capote, Gannascoli’s 
character (spoiler alert: read no 
further if you haven’t seen the epi- 
sode yet) was outed Sunday night 
on “The Sopranos.” 

Dressed in appropriate leather 
bar attire, Vito Spatafore was sight- 
ed by a couple wiseguys who came 
by the sweaty S&M joint to collect 
their protection money. 

“It’s a joke,” Vito weakly offers, 
then begs: “Don’t say nothin’!” 

By the end of the episode, he’s 
checked into a motel with a gun, 
looking suicidal. 

Now that the gay story line 
is heating up, the 47-year-old 
Brooklyn-born actor is immense- 


ly pleased, in part because it was his 
idea to make Vito homosexual. 

“I saw him as, like, a cross

Gannascoli concedes that he 
had a self-serving motivation for 
making the suggestion: Breaking 
out of the pack. 

“I thought that was a way of 
separating myself from the other 
actors, because I would have been 
in the background most of the time. 
You know, line here, line there, and 
nothing really substantial,” said 
Gannascoli. 

But even amid all the recent gay 
buzz, Gannascoli knows the reac- 
tion to Vito won’t be all positive. 

“I’m a Brooklyn guy. I was just in 
Brooklyn last night. And, you know, 
I had some real wise guys that look 
at me and they give me dirty looks. 
I’ve had guys, like, come after me 
in clubs,” he said. 

He just hopes the “cerebral peo- 
ple” will appreciate his performance.

Filmmakers, artists 
are creating their 
own video games 

TECH I In Spike Lee’s thriller “Inside 
Man,” there is an arresting moment 
when an 8 -year-old boy, who is 
being held hostage during a bank 
heist, makes his captor blanch when 
he sees scenes from the boy’s horri- 
bly violent portable video game. 

It not only provides a flash of 
insight into the thief’s demeanor 
but also expresses Lee’s personal 
take on black- on -black violence 
and the glamorization of gang- 
ster culture. 

The moment also points to a 
quickly developing new hybrid 


genre — video game narratives, 
also known as machinima. Using 
desktop computer tools, visual art- 
ists have begun using the style of 
video games to create animated 


short stories. The genre is evolv- 
ing to include hand- crafted social 
commentaries that use the visual 
vernacular of the gaming world. 

In the case of “Inside Man’s” 


game, cinematographer Matty 
Libatique enlisted his cousin, 
Eric Alba, to create the fiction- 
al “Gangstas Iz Genocide” game. 
Alba brought in a collective of 


graphic artists he works with called 
House of Pain. The director gave 
the House of Pain artists two styl- 
ized mock-ups of loose game play 
— one showed a savage stick-up at 
an ATM, the other a disturbingly 
graphic drive -by shooting. 

Real-world violence also inspired 
a 27-year- old Parisian named Alex 
Chan to produce “The French 
Democracy.” The short film rep- 
resents Chan’s social critique of 
alleged police abuse of non-white 
nationals that provoked the Paris 
riots in the fall. 

John Gaeta, visual effects super- 
visor of “The Matrix” trilogy, pre- 
dicts that machinima is the next log- 
ical step in the evolution of cinema 
and gaming: “We’ll see a movie that 
preserves the singular vision of the 
creator that also allows the viewer- 
player to observe it, to play it and 
go into a hybrid exploratory mode. 
That’s the most exciting format I 
can possibly think of.” sheigh crabtree

The First Amendment 
takes center stage 
at Chicago museum 

It’s the kind of museum that fea- 
tures a copy of the Declaration of 
Independence, a high school year- 
book from a Japanese-American 
internment camp and the cover of 
2 Live Crew’s album, “As Nasty As 
They Wanna Be.” 

Chicago’s McCormick Tribune 
Freedom Museum, which opened 
to the public Tuesday, is designed 
to help visitors, especially teenag- 
ers, understand freedoms. Its spe- 
cial focus is on those guaranteed 
by the First Amendment — free- 
dom of speech, religion, press, 
assembly and petition for redress 
of grievances. 

The museum is filled with inter- 
active displays, and visitors can cre- 
ate their own personalized Bill of 
Rights and listen to the Founding 
Fathers detail the behind-the-scenes 
struggles over drafting documents 
such as the Constitution. 

At one display station, visitors 
can don headphones and listen to 
snippets of songs that were chal- 
lenged or banned over the decades. 


including the Everly Brothers’ “Wake 
Up Little Susie,” Olivia Newton- 
John’s “Physical,” and yes, 2 Live 
Crew’s “Me So Horny.” They’re also 
urged to decide where they stand 
on thorny issues such as a minister 
who endorses a political candidate 
from the pulpit, a high school stu- 
dent who forms a Bible study group 
at her public school and governmen- 
tal censorship during wartime. 

“We’re going to be able to have 
debates in here, but by the end, 
when people walk out that door, 
two people of opposite political 
ideologies can be in agreement 
that our freedoms are vitally impor- 
tant to us,” said Joe Madeira, the 


museum’s director of exhibits and 
programs. 

The $10 million museum is the 
work of the McCormick Tribune 
Foundation, a nonprofit organiza- 
tion that was created upon the 1955 
death of Col. Robert R. McCormick, 
the longtime editor and publisher 


of the Chicago Tribune. 

The museum is located in 
the Tribune Tower on North 
Michigan Avenue. It’s a stretch of 
the city known more for being the 
“Magnificent Mile” of shopping than 
for its cultural attractions. 

Organizers expect to attract a 


lot of school groups to the 10,000- 
square-foot, two-story museum, but 
hope that they draw some of those 
shoppers, too. 

Board members wanted to dif- 
ferentiate their museum from places 
such as the National Constitution 
Center and the National Liberty 


Museum, both in Philadelphia, 
and the Newseum — moving to 
a new home in Washington, D.C. 
— which was designed to promote 
understanding between the public 
and the news media. 

The result was a decision to focus 
on freedom, through the prism of 
the First Amendment, said David 
Grange, the foundation’s president 
and CEO. 

The museum does not shy away 
from the times when the United 
States, for some of its residents, 
failed to live up to the Declaration 
of Independence’s promise of 
“unalienable rights.” 

One section examines times 
when social movements used the 
First Amendment in a struggle to 
secure other freedoms. The cases 
include suffragettes, civil rights 
activists, Japanese-Americans 
interred during World War II and 
the Cherokee Nation, who went 
all the way to the U.S. Supreme 
Court to fight their forced reloca- 
tion from the Southeast but still 
were subject to the heartbreaking 
“Trail of Tears.” 

“We wanted people to take 
away a feeling of responsibility,” 
Grange said. “You’ll not only learn 
about issues and the importance of 
these freedoms, but you’ll be abetter 
informed citizen to make your own 
decision. ... Then as an informed 
citizen, take that back out on the 
street, take that back into your life 
and be a more involved citizen in 
the community and the country.”

I’m curious about the attitude that 
some owners of small dogs seem to 
have in that they appear to believe 
they’re able to take their dogs 
anywhere. I love my dog, but I’m 
shocked every time I see someone 
toting a small dog in Home Depot, 
etc. Why would someone think that 
is OK? 

Little dogs are portable com- 
panions as well as wonderful fam- 
ily members. The whole point of get- 
ting a little dog, for many people is 
that portability, the fun of being able 
to share their lives with their dog. A 
dog needs human companionship 
and it’s so much fun to be able to 
take the dog along. Whenever it’s 
possible, they want their little dog 
with them. Try it, you and your dog 
will probably love it, providing your 
dog is well-mannered and the places 
you’re going will allow dogs. 

I have a seven-pound, two-year-old 
Chihuahua that is not housebroken. 

I wasn’t very disciplined when I first 
got him. Now I’m paying the price. 
Should I resort to tough love and 
crate him? 

It’s never too late to house-train, 
but this is a complex issue with little 
dogs since they have special needs. 
Crate training is ideal since dogs 
want to stay clean. But the crate is 


a tool, not a form of punishment! 
Also, little dogs suffer terribly in 
the cold so your little one will need 
a snug sweater or a snuggly warm 
coat before he goes out. Go to one 
spot only, use one word that you 
want him to associate with elim- 
ination (like: HURRY!) and give 
him a special treat that he only gets 
at that time. It’s the No. 1 behavior 
problem in small dogs but be con- 
sistent and you and your little Chi 
will reach your goal! 

What is the best way to cure toy 
dog teething? I have tried toys and 
treats; however, in your opinion, 
what is the best plan to cure the 
“baby bites”? 

Yelp as if you were a puppy. Then 
give him an acceptable toy to play 
with. If this doesn’t work after a 
few tries, after you yelp, pick your- 
self up and walk away from him for 
a few seconds. You will, in effect, 
be removing his favorite play toy 
— you.

With her new book, 
Dana Buchman helps 
other families cope 

Fashion designer Dana Buchman 
has the Type A personality that gets 
things done. So when her daugh- 
ter Charlotte was diagnosed at a 
young age with learning disabilities, 
Buchman thought she’d figure out 
a way to fix it. She believed it would 
just take a good attitude, good ideas 
and a good deal of money — just like 
many other things in life. 

Well, she got one thing right: 


Attitude has hugely affected the 
way Buchman, Charlotte and the 
rest of the family has dealt with LD. 
But dealing with it doesn’t mean 
eliminating it. 

Buchman put into words her 
experience and feelings about life 
as the mother of a learning- dis- 
abled child in “A Special Education: 
One Family’s Journey Through the 
Maze of Learning Disabilities.” It 
was written with the blessing of 
Charlotte, now a college student. 

For Buchman, life with Charlotte 
was a constant struggle to aban- 
don the idea of being “perfect.” At 
one moment, back in 1986, every- 
thing was going according to plan 
— she was a newlywed, was preg- 
nant and was about to launch her

namesake label as Liz Claiborne’s 
higher-end brand. 

But then she had a colicky 
baby, who soon started missing 
“milestones,” such as the age she 
should’ve started crawling or walk- 
ing. Buchman started to dread tod- 
dlerhood as she began to worry if 
something was wrong. 

Buchman makes a point of using 
the initials LD instead of “learn- 
ing disabled” whenever possible. She 
says LD should stand for “learning 
differences.” 

With Charlotte now at a main- 
stream New England college, the 
family dynamic has changed again. 
“Charlotte was in all LD schools her 
whole life. She was protected, but 
those 12 years of school were also 
12 years of doing what she’s not 
good at. Now she can work to her 
strengths,” Buchman explains. 
“Her leaving for college was bit- 
tersweet, but our main job as par- 
ents is to prepare them to leave.”

Rewriting your work 
game plan with help 
from job-shift pros 

After working in mortgage bank- 
ing for 10 years, Derek Harding, 
48, of Rockville, was tired of his 
job. “The public perception [of 
this field] is that you are going 
to cheat them,” he said. “People 
become very combative. I did not 
need the hassle.” Harding was 
also frustrated by working on a 
straight- commission salary basis, 
which he found to be a financial 
“feast or famine” situation. 

The problem was, he had no 
idea what he wanted to do next. 
So he decided to consult a pro — 
Anne Headley, a College Park- 
based career counselor — to help 
him chart his future. Initially, he

was skeptical. But, he said, “con- 
trary to everything I thought, she 
changed my mind. She was very 
concise and targeted with her 
observations.” 

During three months of ses- 
sions at Headley’s office, Harding 
took several career aptitude tests. 
Headley also counseled him exten- 
sively, helping him define new 
career goals and interests. 

Test results suggested Harding 
had a knack for computers, so 
Headley suggested he look at 
related fields. “Prior to talking 
to her, I wanted nothing to do 
with computers,” said Harding. 
“It wasn’t so much the testing, 
but the way she presented it” 
that changed his mind. 

Harding attended a comput- 
er-training school for six months. 
After finishing, he landed a job

use in a career shift,” said Dr. 


as a system administrator at 
Gaithersburg’s Johnson Controls, 
Inc. He’s been there for seven 
years. “Now I enjoy my career 
immensely,” Harding said. “I do 
not have the combative native 
nature [for] mortgage banking.” 

Like Harding, many mid- 
career professionals now seek 
guidance about their next move. 
“I see clients who feel that they’re 
truly stuck,” said Karen James 
Chopra, a D.C. -based career 
counselor. “Counselors can show 
them the way out.” 

Most people change careers a 
minimum of three times in their 
professional lifetimes, said Melissa 
Fireman, a career counselor at the 
Women’s Center in Vienna. But, 
she said, “People sometimes don’t 
take a look at their careers until 
there is a crisis.” 

According to Peter Manzi of 
the non-profit National Career 
Development Association, “I 
think some people still favor a do- 
it-yourself approach [when switch- 
ing fields], but a career counselor 
can provide good feedback, sup- 
port and constructive suggestions. 
They know the labor market, sub- 
tle things about resumes and how 
to conduct an interview.” 

Counselors can even point out 
ways that your current job may 
have prepared you for a different 
one, sometimes with no additional 
education required. Used to chat- 
ting people up as a reporter? You 
might make a fine public relations 
rep. Love tinkering with the com- 
puters at your government job? 
Maybe you should train to enter 
the IT world instead. 

“People need to take the time 
to look at their skills and iden- 
tify which of them they could

wannabe job-switchers work 
through what they want to work 
at during in-person sessions and 
sometimes, phone-in consulta- 
tions. They assist clients with 
big questions (career goals, what 
do I want to be?) as well as nuts- 
and-bolts issues like beefing up 


on their networking and inter- 
viewing skills. They’ll even help 
clients with resume -writing and 
salary negotiations. 

By last summer, Teri West- 
water, 56, of Gaithersburg, had 
been working in the federal gov- 
ernment for 30 years. She wanted 
to segue into the private sector, but 
wasn’t sure how to do it. 

So she hired Washington career 
coach Mary Ann Blackwell, who 
helped her craft a resume more 
suited to private industry, gave 
her interview pointers, and, per- 
haps most importantly, boosted 
her confidence. “I’m a little shy,” 
said Westwater, who soon found a 
new job at a research company. 

Sometimes counselors and 
coaches simply help clients real- 
ize they’re working in a field 
that doesn’t fit their disposi- 
tion. Take Doric Hightower, 52, 
of Silver Spring, who consulted 
with Headley about five years 
ago. A marketing manager at 
an architectural firm, she was 
very unhappy, but didn’t know 
why. Through her sessions with 
Headley, Hightower learned that 
her extroverted nature signaled 
that she craved a job with more 
human contact. “I found out that

characteristics needed to match 
the job,” Hightower said. 

This led her to a public affairs 
position at the National Cancer 
Institute, where she interacts with 
people all day long. “[Headley] 
really opened up my options,” 
said Hightower. 

And sometimes, people choose 
to consult these working-world 
mechanics simply for a tune-up. 
Blackwell encourages her clients 
to come in for a yearly assess- 
ment, even if they are happy in 
their current jobs. “You empower 
a person to do better for them- 
selves,” she said. 

Jeff Barnes, 34, of Alexandria, 
consulted with Blackwell after 
graduating from James Madison 
University in 1995. She helped him 
find a job as a Congressional staff- 
er on Capitol Hill; last year she 
advised him again, this time on 
how he could transfer his Hill skills 
to another field. At Blackwell’s 
suggestion, Barnes parlayed his

political fund-raising skills into 
a new job in sales and marketing 
at a small company. 

And yes, all this guided soul- 
and job-searching comes at a 
price. Career counselors, who 
more than likely have a bachelor’s 
or master’s degree in counseling, 
charge $100 to $150 hour. 

Coaches, usually individu- 
als with lots of job-search train- 
ing and perhaps an education 
background, generally charge 
less. Coaches are not required 



GET TO KNOW THE PROS 

CAREER COACHES and counselors can be found online through a num- 
ber of organizations. Anne Headley, a College Park-based career coun- 
selor, advises job seekers to carefully interview prospective coaches and 
counselors to find out if that person has the right qualifications and skills 
to help you. “Any time someone wants you to sign a contract, be cautious,” 
she said. You also need to feel comfortable with whomever you choose.

Copies of “What Color is Your 
Parachute” line career- counsel- 
ing offices across the country, and 
“Oh, the Places You’ll Go!” still 
seems like the de rigueur gift for 
new grads (or your confused, con- 
stantlyjob-shifting roommate). But 
other “what-the-heck-am-I-gonna- 


do-next?” books crowd the careers 
section at the bookstore, and many 
can be helpful (or amusing, at least) 
when looking for an escape hatch 
or a new direction. Here are a few 
we test-read: 

“The Complete Idiot’s Guide 
to Discovering Your Perfect 
Career” by Rene Carew 
($16.95, Alpha) 

lO-SECOND BOOK REPORT: Like most 
volumes in this annoyingly named 


series (really, can complete idiots 
read?), this guide urges readers 
to ask themselves many questions 
and make lots of lists. It also doles 
out tons of quick, easy-to- digest 
advice. 

Short, simple -to -parse chapters 
deal with tasks like finding a job 
that matches your interests, figur- 
ing out if you need additional edu- 
cation to change fields and sussing 
out your elusive “dream career.” 
The last, says a recent study by 


CareerBuilder.com, is something 
a whopping 75 percent of us are 
still trying to do. 

Sections on matching jobs to 
your personality (Adventurous? Be a 
pilot! Artsy? Be a graphic designer!) 
seem a little, well, idiotic. 

But a section on self-employment 
offers insight on the freelance life 
and showcases one of the book’s 
strengths: making readers con- 
sider how their lifestyles and life’s 
work can smoothly merge. 


CHOICE ADVICE: “The six degrees of 
separation theory maintains that 
the person you want to meet is only 
six people away from you through 
your network of people you know. 
For example, you know Tom, Tom 
knows Joe, Joe knows Sandra, 
Sandra knows Jane, Jane knows 
Bob, and Bob is looking to hire 
someone for the position in which 
you are interested.” 

SKIP: The long lists of “jobs that fit 
my skills.” They seem too general. 
And why do “funeral director” and

BEST FOR: Folks who want lots of 
information and options in an 
easy-to-read and well-indexed 
place. This Idiot’s book also seems

tions — each with around 30 yes, 
no or maybe -type questions — help 
pinpoint if you’re “realistic,” “inves- 
tigative,” “conventional,” etc. 

On the surface, the categories 
and results seemed pretty predict- 
able, but this reviewer was shocked 
to find that while, mais oui, she was 
well-suited to “artistic” jobs like 
being a writer or movie director, 
she also scored off the charts in the 
“investigative” category. (Watch out, 
boss, a couple of classes in electri- 
cal engineering or physics, and I’m 
outta here!) 

Basically, readers take the tests, 
add up their scores to see which cat- 
egory they scored highest in, then 
turn to sections listing the 50 best 
jobs for those well-defined types. 


Government data from the 
Department of Labor’s 0*NET 
(Occupational Information 
Network) database and the U.S. 
Census Bureau (job -growth rates, 
average annual earnings and num- 
ber of yearly openings) determines 
the rankings. For instance, the best 
“artistic job” requiring just a bach- 
elor’s: Graphic designer, which the 
numbers say pays an average of 
$36,630 a year and boasts 29,000 
openings annually in the U.S. 
CHOICE ADVICE: “The people you work 
with must share your personality 
traits so that you feel comfortable, 
and can accomplish good work in 
their company.”

cover. It’s a reference book, clear 
and simple, and while it’s great for 
comparing data on similar jobs — 
curse you, art directors, who seem 
to make, on average, $20,000 a year 
more than editors! — there’s really 
no need for anyone who didn’t score 
high on the “realistic” job test to 
know the difference between “trac- 
tor-trailer truck drivers” and “truck 
drivers, heavy.” 

BEST FOR: Researching salaries when 
considering a job switch, those who 
delight in government statistics or 
researching what their neighbors 
might be earning. 

NOT FOR: Anyone looking for one 
of those inspirational, “how-can- 
I-fix-my-life” tomes. 


“Life’s a Bitch and Then You 
Change Careers” by Andrea 
Kay ($15.95, Stewart, Tabori 
& Chang) 

lO-SECOND BOOK REPORT: Kay, a 
nationally syndicated career- col- 
umnist for Gannett, leads readers 
through “nine steps to get out of 
your funk and on to your future.” 

She uses stories of real-life change 
artists (a garment- district worker- 
turned- opera singer, a teacher who 
used to be a cop), detailed work- 
sheets and lots of advice. 

Kay encourages serious soul- 
searching, aka “getting at that rest- 
less gnawing,” by going through a 
series of questions and exercises in 
her book. The idea is that, by mak- 
ing lists of “joyful skills” (things you 


enjoy doing), examining work- 
world trends (the need for epide- 
miologists is spreading like, um, 
a plague!) and choosing “targets” 
(people or organizations you’d like 
to work for), you can make a satis- 
fying career change. 

At times the book comes across 
like a combination of Oprah maga- 
zine and a touchy-feely homework 
session, but it seems like a good 
choice for people who are truly 
perplexed about what to do next. 
CHOICE ADVICE: “No matter how big 
or small the [career] change, you are 
going to feel discomfort. It is to be 
expected. So let chaos reign.” 

SKIP: Recipes for “relaxing teas” 
made from quizzical, surely hard- 
to-find ingredients like milky oat 
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tops and something called bupleu- 
rum. Kay suggests you whip up the 
strange brews, and then sip them 
while contemplating new careers. 
Better, perhaps, to take a head- 
clearing run, or read this book with 
an after-work glass of Pinot. 

BEST FOR: Fans of Dr. Phil, those who 
love to take tests and make lists. 
NOT FOR: Anyone impatient for 
change or looking for quick nug- 
gets of advice. 

“Sexy Jobs in the City: How 
to Find Your Dream Job 
Using the Rules of Dating” 
by Wendy Straker ($12.95, 
Hangover Media) 
lO-SECOND BOOK REPORT: This pink- 
covered, pocket-sized volume looks 
(and reads) a bit like “Bridget Jones’ 
Job -Hunting Diary.” 

But despite its silly title and 
premise, “Sexy” dispenses some 
surprisingly good career advice. 
Glam fields like TV, advertising 
and music are presented as “bach- 
elors” who female readers might 
want to get to know. 

Interviews with industry lead- 
ers and entrepreneurs (the founder 
of Web site Dailycandy.com, a story 
editor at “Sex and the City”) give 
ideas on how to claw your way into 
highly competitive businesses. 

A sad-but-funny section near the 
end details “The Relationship” with 
hellish, entry-level experiences — an 
advertising minion forced to dress 
up as a hamburger when working 
on the Burger King account, an edi- 
torial assistant whose real job title 
should’ve been Boss Man’s Sushi 
Fetcher and Furniture Orderer. 
CHOICE ADVICE: “In the same way that 
you should never pick a man for his 
money, you should never pick ajob for 
it either. Pick ajob for the same rea- 
sons you would pick your ideal mate : 
a sense of support, warmth, moral- 
ity and the opportunity for growth.” 
SKIP: The Cosmo magazine-like sec- 
tion on how what’s hanging in your 
closet indicates the career for you. 
Trendy clothes in your armoire do 


not necessarily mean you’d make a 
good entertainment executive. 
BEST FOR: People interested in hard- 
to- enter, artsy fields, wannabe 
Carrie Bradshaws, young women 
and those not embarrassed to read 
a bubble gum-hued book when rid- 
ing on the Metro. 

NOT FOR: Most men, even metro- 
sexuals. 

“The 2006 What Color is 
Your Parachute?” by Richard 
Nelson Bolles ($17.95, Ten 
Speed Press) 

lO-SECOND BOOK REPORT: “Stunningly 
Revised.” “Still the Best-Selling 
Job-Hunting Book in the World!” 
Anyone who believes the cover hype 
on this 35th edition of the career- 
finding bible would never buy anoth- 
er job-advice book. And indeed, like 
a kind of New Testament for want- 
ad scanners, “Parachute” overflows 
with good news: There are always 
vacancies! You can do anything 
you want to! 

Thus empowered, readers use 
both tried- and-true “Parachute” 
techniques (drawing that big flower 
diagram with your fave skills, val- 
ues, salary, etc.) and newer meth- 
ods (Internet searches) to job-hunt, 
change careers or start a home- 
based business. 

CHOICE ADVICE: “Job hunting is more 
like dating than any other human 
activity we might compare it to... 
[It is] basically a protracted con- 
versation between two people ... 
Do I like you? Do you like me? Do 
we want to take a chance on going 
steady?” 

SKIP: If you don’t like Bolles’ slight- 
ly preachy writing and occasional 
dips into faith-based thought. (See 
“How to Find Your Mission in Life: 
God and One’s Vocation.”) 

BEST FOR: Job hunters who crave a 
basic, wryly written self-help guide, 
those seeking lots of resources 
(career counselors, Web sites). 

NOT FOR: People looking for a quick 
fix: This “Parachute” thuds in at over 
400 pages. Jennifer barger (express)

Become a wonk with 
local programs on 
governing and policy 

In January 2001, Thomas 
Lockwood was an engineer in the 
U.S. Navy when he began a fellow- 
ship on Capitol Hill organized by 
the Brookings Institution. Now, 
thanks in part to that prestigious 
program, he’s risen to become direc- 
tor of Homeland Security for the 
entire Capital region. 

The fellowship wasn’t the only 
thing that propelled his ascent, 
but it did put him in contact with 
a number of the people who would 
eventually help him achieve this 
powerful post. 

For people interested in get- 
ting into government, whether it’s 
a Hill staff position or an agency 
gig, Brookings fellowships are just 
one example of continuing educa- 
tion programs within the Beltway. 
They’re aimed at professionals both 
in and out of the government. All 
allow students to beef up on poli-

tics or government affairs, often in 
a very hands-on way. 

From full-time masters pro- 
grams to one-day seminars, D.C.- 
area schools and federal agencies 
boast numerous programs to teach 
students at every interest level about 
the basics or complex details of gov- 
ernment and politics. 

“You’re dropped into the middle 
of an event and see things from all 
sides,” Lockwood said of his year 
as a Brookings fellow. “You per- 
ceive Congress differently when 
you work there.” 

Brookings has a number of exec- 
utive education programs that are 
much less exhaustive than its fellow- 
ship. The institution offers varied 
programs in domestic and foreign 
policy, as well as a number of indi- 
vidually tailored leadership semi- 
nars and symposiums for corporate 
executives, federal employees and 
anyone with a lingering interest in 
public affairs. 

Some of the shorter semi- 
nars include “Inside Congress: 
Understanding the Legislative 
Process,” “Congress and the 
Economy” and “U.S. National 
Security Policy Issues.” These 
Brookings sessions run anywhere 
from two days to five days. Costs 
range from $1,375 to $4,475 (the 
latter includes lodging fees, since

The itinerary of these very 
insider D.C. programs varies from 
one course to the next, but Terry 
Goodwin, senior director of the 
Brookings Center for Executive 
Education, said all programs tend to 
be very interactive. This means big- 
name guest lecturers from inside 
the government — like members of 
Congress, White House staffers and 
various agency appointees — who 
are drawn by Brookings’ status as 
Washington’s oldest think tank. 

In 2005, former South African 
President Nelson Mandela, former 
National Security Advisor Brent 
Scowcroft and Senator Joseph Biden 
(D-Del.) addressed groups. 

Program organizers go to great 
lengths to schedule unique settings 
for each discussion, including cabi- 


net agencies, the Federal Reserve 
Board and congressional offices on 
Capitol Hill. 

That reputation also opens many 
of the doors that would otherwise 
be closed. “Because Brookings 
is non-partisan, barriers just go 
away,” Goodwin said. “Because 
we can cover all sides of an argu- 
ment, we can present a very bal- 
anced program.” 

“Inside Congress” and “Inside 
Washington” are two of the 
Institution’s signature programs. 
Peter Schoettle, who organizes 
the “Inside Congress” seminars, 
does both a general program and 
one tailored to employees of partic- 
ular federal agencies. Most partic- 
ipants in the Brookings programs 
are government professionals who 
would like to learn more about the 
political process.

Schoettle wants participants to 
gain an appreciation of the Capitol’s 
heady blend of people and politics 
as well as of its often frenzied pace, 
so he schedules most of the semi- 
nars and meals in congressional 
office buildings when Congress is 
in session. 

Seminar schedules are packed 
with presentations from lawmak- 
ers, their staffs, reporters and lob- 
byists. Far from dry presentations, 
the sessions usually turn into lively, 
open discussions. Wannabe policy 
wonks have ample opportunities to 
ask questions. 

“They get a real feeling for the 
flavor of the place,” Schoettle said. 
“It’s totally different from a class- 
room environment.” 

During a recent four- day class

Disease Control and Prevention 
(CDC), Rep. Mike Simpson (R- 
Idaho) addressed a group of 20 
officials about the intricacies of 
legislating over lunch in abasement 
banquet room of the Rayburn House 
Office Building.

Simpson, a dentist before enter- 
ing elected politics, focused his 
remarks on health policy — includ- 
ing a brief lecture about why it is 
better to brush your teeth before 


rather than after meals (it disrupts 
the bacteria). 

In particular, the conservative 
Republican spent much of his time 
trying to explain the budget con- 
straints that create so much tension 
between Congress and the numer- 
ous agencies throughout the execu- 
tive branch. 

“I just try to be honest,” Simpson 
said afterward. The congressman 
has spoken to similar Brookings 
groups in the past. He finds such 
sessions a good opportunity for law- 
makers to explain political reali- 
ties to the very people affected by 
them. “We need to do abetter job 


of informing the public about what 
we do.” 

The Brookings courses aren’t 
the only government- centric con- 
tinuing education programs in the 
Washington region. American and 
George Washington universities 
both offer degree and non- degree 
programs in government and politi- 
cal management for professionals 
in and out of the government. 

American University’s School 
of Public Affairs offers a number 
of certificate programs in politi- 
cal management and strategy, 
said Jacqueline Linde, the pro-

ing, admissions and outreach. Most 
notable is the school’s Campaign 
Management Institute, an inten- 
sive two -week course offered twice 
a year. The program immerses par- 
ticipants in the political process via 
presentations and workshops about 
the basics of fund-raising, media 
strategies and get-out-the-vote 
drives. The school offers a similar 
program in public affairs. 

The Graduate School of Political 
Management at George Washington 
University focuses on enhancing 
skills of political pros through 
hands-on workshops on topics like 
lobbying, fund-raising, campaign 
management and polling. 

The school also has an indi- 
vidual five -course program for 


the managers of political action 
committees. 

Many of these continuing edu- 
cation programs are meant to serve 
as supplementary education to the 
army of federal employees in the 
Washington area. Often, despite 
years in the business, they have an 
incomplete understanding of the 
political process, despite its obvi- 
ous effect on their lives. 

For example, Lockwood had 
already been working at the 
Pentagon as an acquisition officer 
when he was accepted as a LEGIS 
fellow at Brookings. The Navy paid 
his salary while he was working on 
Capitol Hill, and his goal was to find 
a good chief of staff to teach him the 
inter-workings of Congress.

Lockwood joined his transition 
team.

Homeland Security adviser and dep- 
uty director of the Governor’s Office 
of Homeland Security before join- 
ing the Department of Homeland 
Security in April 2004. 

Lockwood entered the Brookings 
fellowship with an already consid- 
erable resume, but he credits his 
time on Capitol Hill for teaching 
him practical politics in away noth- 
ing else could. The experience also 
gave him valuable contacts with a 
number of members, staff and con- 
stituents. 

“You need to break routine,” 
Lockwood said of his reasons for 
enrolling in the program. “You can’t 
do a job as a staffer and not have 
a better appreciation for people.”

I just finished a report for my 
supervisor, who will give it to a 
client. I had been working many 
hours on this project. My supervi- 
sor found a mistake — I used the 
wrong number in a drawing. Well, 
she caught it today and said “This 
was a huge, inexcusable mistake.” 

I work in a cube farm, so everyone 
heard it. What can I do to better 
this situation? 

Ugh. I’m sorry. Nothing like a 
kick in the gut to start the day. Put it 
in perspective: Mistakes happen. 

The best way to get over it and 
move on is to acknowledge it (which 
you did), think about the lesson you 
learned (darn it, time to figure out 
a new way to fact- check everything 
every time), and move on as a wiser 
worker. 

The more good work you do, 
the less anyone will remember 
this mistake. And really, you’re 
probably thinking about it more 
than they are or will. 

I’ve been at my current job for only 
about four months, but I’ve real- 
ized it’s not a good fit and am very 
unhappy. I’m starting to look again. 


Should I address the issue of hav- 
ing been here for only a short peri- 
od of time on my cover letters? 
What should I say if asked about it? 

Leave it out of the cover letter. 
If asked about it, which you will 
be, explain that you discovered it 
wasn’t a good fit because your skills 
are best used (fill in the blank) and 
you realize now what IS a good fit. 
Then move on to talk about your 
reasons for interviewing at this 
particular company. 

And remember: It happens. 
Everyone seems to have one of 
those “oops, wrong job” scenarios. 
It’s a learning experience, and most 
employers will recognize that. 

I’m going in for a second inter- 
view for a job today. This was unex- 
pected — the job opening came 
up suddenly, and although it’s a 
good opportunity for me, I hadn’t 
planned for it. I have a vacation 
planned at the end of May and 
I’ve already bought the plane tick- 
ets. I’d be out $600 if I didn’t go. 

Is there any way I can bring this 
up with my potential employer, or 
should I just write off the vacation? 

Wait until they have an offer 
ready. When that happens, you 
tell them that you have a long- 
ago planned vacation with tickets 
already purchased. 

Tell them that you would still 
like to take it, if that’s possible. They 
will probably tell you to have a good 
time. If not, then yes, it’s probably 
suck-it-up time. This happens all 
the time.

I work for a large university and 
am looking to move into a posi- 
tion within the school that pays 
more. At what point, after a depart- 
ment makes me an offer, do I ask 
about salary? With my current job, 
they called me to offer me the job, 
and when I came into the office to 
sign the offer letter, the salary was 
stated. This time, I don’t want to 
wait until I’m sitting down to sign 
the letter. How do I ask about sal- 
ary without sounding like money is 
my only interest? 

Say, “That’s great, I really want 
this job. But first, can we dis- 
cuss salary? I’ve thought about 
this, and I need to earn at least X, 
because [fill in your reasons].” 

Phones ring at work, of course. But 
when people’s cell phones ring, 
the obnoxious ringtones drive me 
crazy, especially when the person 
in question is away from their desk 
and the phone rings and rings and 
rings. Is it out of line (or just plain 
persnickety) to ask someone to 
switch to a more subtle ringtone 
while in the office? 

I think that’s a smart thing to do. 
Just kindly ask that they either put 
it on vibrate or take it with them 
when they step away, because it’s 
distracting. A lot of people are 
catching on it’s bad form to have 
a loud, obnoxious ring.

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nect his computer and put it into 
his truck. He is the type of person 
whom you say yes to, or you say 
no and get fired. So I said yes. But 
now I am rethinking his request. 
There are security cameras all over 
the place that will record me cart- 
ing a PC out of the building. He 
has gotten people in serious trou- 
ble before (fired, etc.), and I have a 
feeling this is a big one. So, I’ve got 
to figure out a way to not do this, 
but at the same time make it seem 
like I didn’t deliberately disobey his 
order. Help! 

Tell him that you’re concerned, 
and why. And hope that he fixes it 
himself. Then look for a new job. 
No one wants to work for a shady 
character. 

I work for a large telecom com- 
pany. The problem is I accepted a 
new position within the company 
that was a promotion. It’s a deci- 
sion I’ve regretted ever since. The 
team has a ridiculously high turn- 
over rate due to the manager and 
director. The nature of the job is 
stressful enough (we work week- 
ends frequently with no compen- 
sation), but then to have a man- 
agement that does not support us 
makes it unbearable. I’m basical- 
ly stuck here though, because the 
company paid for graduate school 
and if I leave before May 2007 I’m 
on the hook for $20,000. What are 
your suggestions on dealing with 
this difficult situation? 

My thoughts: Remember that 
there is a better place to work out 
there. Every day, do one little thing 
that will get you to that better place. 
Put a call out to a contact. Update 
your resume. Call your alumni cen- 
ter for contacts in your area. 

When you realize this job isn’t 
your life — even though it seems like 
it — that might help you get yourself 
into work in the mornings. If there 
is any glimmer of anything good 
about this job, focus on that. And 
remember that the end is near. 

Next week will be my last day at my 
current job, since I’m about to give 
birth to a baby girl. I am not com- 
ing back to this job because I will 
be moving in October. Therefore, 

I will have the entire summer off. 

I’m concerned that this lapse on 
my resume when I apply for jobs 
in my new location will be a red 
flag. Do you think future employ- 
ers will toss my resume aside when 
they see that my last job ended 


in April and they are looking at it 
in September/October? Should I 
address the fact that I was a new 
mother during that time period? 
Thanks for your advice! 

If every potential employer 
tossed a resume with a break on 
it, they’d be without new hires. I 
would just leave it blank for now 
and when someone calls you, they 
might ask what you’ve been up to. 
That’s when you say you had a baby 
and were on maternity leave. 

I am about to give my two-week 
notice. I’m taking another job with 
a better commute, better title and 
slightly better pay. I like the cur- 
rent job, and I love my boss. I think 
she will be disappointed I’m leav- 
ing, and I am very nervous to tell 
her. Please talk me off this ledge. 
What do I say? I have to tell her in 
30 minutes. Thanks. 

Remember why you’re taking 
this new job. New, better oppor- 
tunities. Growth. A change. Then 
remember your boss has gone 
through the same thing when she 
moved on from previous jobs. This 
won’t be the first time one of her 
employees said they were leaving 
and won’t be the last. 

Make sure to thank her for the 
great opportunities. Tell her how 
much you liked it and loved work- 
ing for her. And explain that this 
was just something you couldn’t 
pass up. And remember that even 
if she doesn’t take it well, you still 
have a new good situation waiting 
for you. 

I have a question about how much 
notice to give. I currently work for 
the federal government, and have 
been in this position for six years. 

I am moving out the area this sum- 
mer, and am a bit conflicted about 
how much notice to give. The leav- 
ing is a definite, as we have a house 
under construction in another part 
of the country. 

Since you don’t know when 
you’re moving, wait until you have 
a solid date. It’s nice to give at least 
two weeks, but if you want to or 
are comfortable giving more, then 
you should. 

I’d like some advice on how to deal 
with a co-worker who is frequent- 
ly grouchy and with whom I work 
closely. She and I are part of a proj- 
ects team, and we report direct- 
ly to the company president. We 
of equal rank, though from differ- 


ent fields, and must peer-review 
all our work. This woman is superb 
at what she does and very hard- 
working. But a lot of the time she is 
either snappish or withdrawn. She 
never actually comes out and says, 
“You’re stupid” or “I’m the only 
competent person around here,” 
but her irritation seems evident 
from her body language — scowl- 
ing, hunching her shoulders, rolling 
her eyes, sighing loudly, or having 
an edge to her voice. 

Since you know it’s not just 
you, and since she’s doing good 
work and I assume helping in her 
peer reviews. I’d do what I could 
to look at her in the eye when she’s 
saying something jerky, then get 
back to work. 

If it gets to the point where her 
sighs and eye -rolls are impacting 
your work, you should probably call 
her on it. In a non-wimpy voice, say, 
“Did I do something to upset you?” 
Make her give you a real answer. See 
what happens and go from there. 

I applied for a job at my company 
within my division (it would have 
been a promotion, but not a huge 
jump). I had a great interview, and 
the hiring manager seemed very 
enthusiastic. But later the hiring 
manager told me that I was not a 
finalist. Apparently the head of our 
division decided this. Is it appro- 
priate to go to my division head 
and ask why I wasn’t a finalist, and 
what can I do to improve my chanc- 
es of advancement? 

Yes, time to talk to the head of 
the division. It might be that they 
need you where you are. But it will 
be good and is important to get 
the real answer. You need to know 
where you stand and if you have a 
future there. 

I am a mid-30s professional 
woman working her way up in the 
world. As I get more responsibili- 
ty and more duties, I find that men 
tend to be more ineffective and 
slow me down. I’m not male-bash- 
ing, but it’s becoming increasing- 
ly annoying working with men who 
are mediocre in the workplace but 
have achieved status and position. 
Have you encountered this issue? 

There will always be people who 
you wonder how they got promoted 
to where they are. 

But I do think there are those 
more — ahem —traditional com- 
panies that still naturally look to 
the men to move up.
